Honoris Causa 


Several degrees at last week’s Com- 
mencements in Dublin University were 
conferred, for one reason or another, 
in absentia; and among the names which 
appeared under this heading was Shaw, 
Johannes Caecilius Middleton. 

This gentleman may be more familiar 
to readers as Dr. John C. Middleton

Shaw (a brother of Dr. R. W. Shaw, of 


Rathfarnham road, Dublin), who is 
making a big name for himself in South 
Africa—if, indeed, he has not made it 
already—as un authority on fossils. His 
real job actually is dental surgery, of 
Which he is Professor in the University 
of Johannesburg and also Dean of the 
Dental School; but in his spare time the 
study of fossils—or palzontology, to vive 
it its full title—is his greatest interest.

The same political party has heen 
in power at Leinster House all this time, 
and. when the ratepayers complained of the 
ever increasing burden, they were told by: 
those who were elected to safeguard their 
interests, that the housing problem was being 
solved, and the excessive expenditure was 
justified. 


time warned the citizens that, unless drastic 
economies were effected in municipal expendi- 
ture, the result would be disastrous for every- 
body. These warnings were ignored by the 
City Council, and now, when the city is on 
the verge of ruin, attempts are made to place 
the responsibility on others for the present 
tragic plight of the citizens. 

A few months ago attention was drawn to 
the way in which the ratepayers’ money was 
squandered on alcoholic beverages for the 
Dublin Union, and it is “RACE: that the 
City Council did not try to blame the 
Government for this waste of money by 
stating that the Minister for Finance was 
insisting on getting revenue from this source. 

One prominent member of the Council, in 
a letter to the Press, stated that the Dublin 
Corporation contracted a debt of £13,000,000 
to provide work and houses for the poor. 
Father Canavan, and Mr. Laurie of the 
Chamber of Commerce, have both stated that 
the houses were built with the ratepayers’ 
money, have been given to mm for whom 
they were never intended, and let at 
uneconomic rents. 

A Labour member of the Council, giving 
evidence before the Housing Commission, 
furnished examples which proved that the 
assertions of these two prominent citizens 
were correct. 

The help of the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Irish Property Owners’ and Ratepayers’ 
Association is now being sought to prevent 
the Government placing on the ratepayers 
burdens which the Council considers should 
be borne by the State. If the Council is 
serious in this matter it has the remedy in 
its own hands. Let all the members go to 
the Minister for Local Government and place 
their views before him, and there is not the 
slightest doubt that they. will be listened to, 
because it is not the wish of the Government 
that any section should suffer undue hardship 
during the present emergency. 

In the event of this appeal being unsuccess- 
ful, the Council should ask the Government 
to appoint Commissioners to manage the 
affairs of the city, as was so capably done 
a few years ago. Seeing that membership of 
the City Council does not carry any remunera- 
tion, none of the members would suffer any 
monetary loss if the City Council was replaced 
by Commissioners.—Yours, etc.,

good! No doubt, it is one of the things 
which we produce well, like whiskey and 
horses; go let, us have gaiety, too, and with 
our sguibs, in spite of this present default 
of the stars, illuminate ‘‘the mist that does 
be on the bog ” for the benefit of all, and 
not just for a select and literary few.—

Srr,—Your correspondent signing himself 

‘‘Lawyer’”’ objects to the recent ban on 
“Jurgen.” As an argument against the 
ban, he states that the book is regarded as 
a classic. Without contesting in any way 
this claim, I can’t help calling it a colossal 
irrelevance. What on earth ha the 
‘‘classic’’ quality of a book got to do with 
its effect on our board of censors! Surely, 
even if “ Alice in Wonderland’’ or ‘Little 
Lord Fauntleroy”’ strikes our literary pro- 
tectors as indecent, it is our duty as citizens 
of Eire to uphold and applaud their de- 
cision. It is not for us, who are only 
ordinary raortals, to fathom or question the 
inscrutable workings of a censor’s mind. 
Many of us, like ‘‘ Lawyer,’’ may be con- 
noisseurs of literature and able to quote Sir 
H. Walpole by the yard, but that gives us 
no right to lay down the law on the sub- 
ject of censorship. A literary censor, it 
should be remembered, is not an expert on 
literature; he is solely (in his official capa- 
city, at least) an expert on indecency. 
‘‘ Lawyer,’ ap arently in sarcasm, goes on 
est that the words of Fielding, Smol- 
lett, Balzac, and others should he banned. 
In this he comes close to advocating what I 
have been urging for years, though in com- 
— seriousness. Instead of issuing scanty 
ists of prohibited books, the Board of Cen- 
sors should declare all books banned—every 
book published since the invention of print- 
ing—and then they could employ their time 
more inieliigently by issuing lists of per- 
mitted books, books guaranteed fit for Irish 
men and women to read. This way, instead 
of looking for ‘‘indecency,’’ the censors 
would be looking for its opposite—a nobler, 
if less exciting, pursuit. 

I admit, however, that there is one serious 
defect in this plan. It is all too probable 
that our censors would be unable to find 
even one book so blameless that everyone 
could be allowed to read it. I cherish the 


theory that our present system of censorship, 
if allowed to develop in its own sweet way,

I took a copy of Richard Aldington’s 
‘Rejected Guest ' back to my library the 
other day. Just in time. It is a very good 
book: witty, thoughtful and restrained. It 
contains about one-third of the indelicacy of 
the average Hollywood society film with the 
frightful, tittering ‘‘now-will-he-knock-on-her- 
bedroom-door’’ technique. And the rather 
limited sins of the hero in the novel are not 
conveniently forgotten in an unscrupulous 
happy ending. He pays for ’em. And ao 
on: it 1s no good my saying any more about 
‘Rejected Guest,” because if you haven't 
read it you won't be able to. 

Well, well. The attempted cretinisation 
of the reading public by professional expur- 
gators seems to be reaching new depths of 
sourbellied futility. The majority of our 
really important native writers are little 
known in this country, for, besides being 
important, they are also expatriated by force 
of circumstances, expurgated and execrated 
by officialdom, and unread by the people. 

I suppose this is all more or less trivial 
in a world with one foot in the grave and 
the other on a banana-skin. Still, it is de- 
pressing—most anachronisms are. I think 
Aldington found the exact phrase in 
‘Rejected Guest’: ‘‘ Nothing could be 
easier than putting back a clock ... . 
but it would no longer tell the right time.” 

To live in cloud-cuckoo-land with unre- 
liable timepieces is a fairly effective way to 
get out of all touch with reality. That, I 
think, is what we're doing. 

But then, when you look at reality you 
can’t help feeling that maybe it’s just as

FARMER AND CURER 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—A widely-published Press report of 
a meeting of the OUtfaly Agricultural Com- 
inittee states that imputations were made 
there that IR bacon curers are buying pigs 
at 4d. or 5d. per lb. to produce bacon which 
is sold at 1s. 8d. per lb., (2) pigs were sold 
at a certain fair for €0s. per cwt. despite 
the appointment of 70s. per cwt. as the 
standard price, and that those “helpless ”’ 
farmers who sold at such lower price were 
scoffed at by the bacon factory representa- 
tives, and (3) the bacon factories are defying 
the law by paying from 10s, to 15s. per cwt 
less than the appointed prices. 

Those main points propounded at that 
meeting must have arisen from the pro: 
babilities that the speakers were ignorant of 
the rights of farmers in regard to the prices 
that must be paid for their pigs at bacon 


factories—the prices appointed and advertised 


by the Pigs and Bacon Commission, and that 
there was a desire to excite demagogic interest 
by indulging in exaggerations and in the 
flinging of stones jointly with other misin- 
formed members of the public. 

May I point out that no curer may pay 
less i pigs than the prices appointed by 
the Commission; that those prices currently 
per lb. deadweight ; 
that on the basis of that average cost of 
pigs the production cost of bacon (inclusive 
of special levy) is approximately 42 per cent. 
greater, whereas the average price realised 
in the home market for the bacon is, and 
has been for several weeks, very many shil- 
lings per cwt. lower than production cost, 
and is likely to fall still lower; that prices 
below the appointed prices are paid for pias 
by dealers only who are speculating on their 
own behalf and do not represent any curer;

OATS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. | 

Sir,—Many complaints have appeared in 
the Press recently about the low “mag of 
oats and the great quantity of surplus oats 
cramming the barns of the country. The 
position plainly is that even at an uneconomic 
price farmers find it impossible to dispose of 
the oats they have in hand. Grave anxiety, 
worry and loss results, particularly for the 
small farmer, who has often inadequate 
storage facilities, and who must, in any 
event, cash his oat crop now to meet his 
rates, rents, annuities, etc. This situation 
should never have been permitted to develop. 
It should have been foreseen and provided 
against by the Government. It can ertaimly 
not be pleaded in their defence that they 
had no warning. On several: occasions Mr. 
James Dillon in the Dail drew attention to 
this serious aspect of the oats position. On 
19th June, 1940, speaking on the Necond 
Stage of the Pigs and Bacon Bill, Mr. Dillon 
said : 

“The Government... . permitted the 
oat meal manufacturers to import about 
5,000 tons of Canadian oats last April, 
thinking the Irish oats would all be con- 
sumed as seed. The Irish oats were not 
consumed as seed, and there is an 
immense carry-over of the oats from last 
harvest. If that carry-over is allowed 
to remain there until the new oats come 
in there may be a collapse in the price 
of oats. It would be purely artificial 
and transient, but it would be very un: 
desirable, because it would hit the 
smallest man, the man who has to sell 
his oats as a cash crop.’’—(Dail Debates, 
Vol. 80, Col. 1749, No. 7.) 

And on the 26th June, speaking on the same 
bill, Mr. Dillon said :— 

‘‘It is vital to the success of the 
general agricultural policy of the country 
that the carry-over of surplus oats from 

+ this season into the new season should 
not be allowed and that the old oats 
should be disposed of before the new oats 
come on the market. If you do not do 
that, you are poing to have a collapse 
in the price of oats for the first three 
months of the new harvest year, with 
the result that every small farmer who 
cannot wait to cash his crop is going to 
get it in the neck, and it will be virtually 
impossible to persuade these people to 
sow cereal crops in the ensuing harvest. 
Those are matters of the most urgent 
and vital importance and they should be 
dealt with forthwith.’’—(Dail Debates, 
Vol. 80, No. 8, Cols. 1796.) 

No so-called ‘‘ voluntary agreement ” with 
the mills to pay a fixed price is adequate to 
meet this situation. The millers are taking 
advantage of the small farmers’ difficulties 
to force them to accept less than the fixed 
Ea or leave their oats in stacks to be eaten 

y the rata. 

If the small farmers are to be rescued from 
the rats and —, the Government must 
compe] the millers to pay a fixed price or 
buy the oats themselves at a fixed price and 
transfer them to the millers at an economic 
price as they require them.—Yours, etc.,

AN INDICTMENT OF THE 
POLICY OF THE E.S.B.

UR contributor, ‘‘ Artifex,” dealing 
0 with a letter from Mr. T, P. Hogan 
in last Friday’s /rish Times, writes : 

‘‘Mr, Hogan’s criticisms of the review of 
electrical progress which appeared on the 
5th instant are, in effect, indictments of the 
policy pursued by the Electricity Supply 
Board. 

' His quotation from the report of the 
Board of Experts who were appointed to 
examine the proposals of Messrs. Siemens 
Schukert is, in itself, evidence that ‘even 
among engineers few could be found to fore- 
see early days in which the Pigeon House 
plant would require large and costly exten- 
sions.’ Contemplating such extensions of 
Shannon storeage and generating plant as the 
first step to meet increased demands for 
current, the experts were satisfied to deal 
with energy ‘from steam stations or from 
the Liffey’ as sources of ‘supplementary 
energy to be resorted to for covering 
deficiencies in dry years.’ 

‘‘ Whether wisely or otherwise, the E.S.B. 
decided against proceeding with the 
experts’ plans for additions to Shannon 
storage and in favour of increased reliance 
on Pigeon House resources; and thus adding 
the experts themselves to the general body 
of engineers who failed to foresee that exten- 
sions of steam plant would be called on to 
meet more than three-fourths of demands for 
current during many months yearly. 

“When Mr. Hogan proceeds to criticise 
the E.S.B. for its failure to adopt the 
Siemens Schuckert plans for Liffey develop- 
ment he raises an issue which was not 
mentioned in the review to which he takes 
exception.

“ Mr. Hogan’s challenge of the statement 
that ‘the actual costs of Pigeon House sup- 
plies compare favourably with those of 
Ardnacrusha’ is more difficult to meet 
for reasons that are familiar to engineers. 
In the absence of officially-vouched records 
two things can, however, be asserted 
with confidence One is that—allowance 
being made for relative capital charges— 
the costs per unit of current distributed 
from the Pigeon House are not materially 
different from those of Ardnacrusha. The 
other is that the Pigeon House costs would 
be substantially lower than they now are 
were it not necessary to hold considerable 
sections of steam-generated plant in reserve 
to meet deficiencies in supplies of water- 
generated current. In order to compare “ like 
with like’ the relative costs of steam- 
generated current in Northern Ireland's main 
power station and of current from Ardna- 
crusha might usefully be ascertained and 
published.

He was carrying the gun 
because he knew his home was being bevel. ber 
behind his back. He intended to join the 
Volunteers, and wished to take the gun back 
with him into the Army. He had carried 
the gun on the Atlantic, on the Pacific and 
in sixteen out of* twenty-one American 
Republics. At the time of the bank hold-up 
he was in his office preparing a report for a 
meeting to be held that night. 

Regarding a statement handed to witness 
in the box, he said that he had been merely 
asked to explain the possession of the gun 
and money. 
this statement. About £10 of the money he 
was carrying was union funds. He had 
received his wages on the dav before. He left 
his home on May 15th at 9.50 a.m., and not

INTERESTING DUBLIN 
CASE IN HIGH COURTS

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, 
MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN, AND MR, 
JUSTICE MEREDITH). 


The Supreme Court reserved judgment in 
a case stated by the President of the High 
Court for the determination of questions re- 
Jating to the standard rent of a house in 
Claude road, Dublin. 

The principal point was whether in certain 
circumstances the ground rent of premises 
was the standard rent. 

It appeared from the case stated that an 
appeal had come before the President by 
way of rehearing from . iudgment of the 
Circuit Court fur £341 10s. 9d. and costs in 
favour of James Kinsella, 8 Claude road, 
tenant, against Myles J. Byrne, 7 Claude 
road, landlord, for overpaid rent. The 
ground on whict. the house had been built 
had been leased in July, 1901, to a lessee, 
subject to a yearly rent of £4 4s., and a 
covenant that the lessee should build a house 
on the ground. Subsequently the ground 
and house had been assigned to Mr. Byrne 
in consideration of £790 subject to a rent 
of £4 4s. 

Mr. Byrne let the premises to Mr. Kinsella 
on September 27, 1933, for one year certain 
at the yearly rent of £104, und Mr. Kinsella 
entered into possession and had continued 
since the expiration of the term as tenant 
from year to year. On October 5, 1938, 
proceedings were instituted by Mr. Byrne 
against Mr. Kinsella to recover possession 
for non-payment of rent, but eventually the 
proceedings were stayed on consent on the 
terms, inter alia, that the ameunt of the 
arrears of rent up to November 1, 1938, was 
the sum of £118 13s. 6d. 

On June 26, 1939, proceedings were insti- 
tuted by Mr. Byrne against Mr. Kinsella to 
determine the standard rent of the premises, 
and it was determined that the standard rent 
was £42 17s. per annum. On November 21, 
1939, Mr. Kinsella instituted proceedings 
aganst Mr. Byrne for £341 10s. Ba. alleged 
to be due for rent overpaid, his claim being 
based on the contention that, the standard 
rent was £4 4s., reserved by the building 
lease. 

The Supreme Court was asked, among other 
questions, whether the standard rent pending 
the proceedings of June 26, 1939, was the 
rent of 4s. reserved by the building 
lease, and whether the consent referred to 
estopped Mr. Kinsella from denying that 
at the date of it £118 13s. 6d. was due by 
him to Mr. Byrne for arrears of rent up to 
November 1, 1938.

and in regard to the absence of a stop ‘line, 
they ‘were of opinion that, while the rule 
comverpeetod the existence of a stop line, the 
defendant,’ having passed the signal itself, 
could not rely on the absence: of a stop line 
to justify his conduct.
